IN erecting a memorial tablet to Mr. Lane the Trustees have selected as an appropriate 
place the gallery in which is displayed the remarkable collection of Old Kingdom 
sculpture obtained by the Harvard University-Museum of Fine Arts expedition to 
Egypt under Dr. Reisner. Perhaps no other single room in the Museum contains so 
many important works of art. 

Mr. Lane's service to the Museum during the seven years of his presidency was 
very broad and varied. While this collection of Egyptian sculpture may not have been 
his most important undertaking, it was one in which he took great personal interest even 
before he became a Trustee; and it will always be tangible evidence both of his foresight 
and also of his success in carrying through important plans. F.
